New York State Fair 


Robertson and Ira Morgan Have Champions— Wait and Cornell 
Divide Premier Honors 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


of New York State’s first two-weeks fair. It is 

probable that Holsteins outnumbered any two other 
breeds combined. There were close to 300 Holsteins 
on the grounds, in addition to a junior show of 114. 
The ring count in the open classes was 226, in addition 
to nearly 60 cows competing in the D.H.I.A. record 
classes, some of which also appeared in the open classes. 
The importance of Holsteins in the dairy situation in 
New York was shown by th appearance of groups from 
fourteen different D. H. I. A. Associations, while similar 
Guernsey entries came from five associations, 2 Ayrshire, 
1 Jersey and 1 Brown Swiss. The entire Holstein show, 
with the exception of the fine exhibit from Robertson 
Farms, York, Pa., was composed of New York cattle, 
and it was by all odds the classiest show of this breed 
New York breeders have ever brought forward. In fact, 
we have not seen a state fair show quite equalling it 
with such numbers and quality from the home state. 
A total of 55 exhibitors broke into the prize winning 
column. Of these, The Wait Farm, Auburn, New York, 


was Premier Exhibitor; Cornell University, Premier 
Breeder. 


Paul B. Misner, officiated as judge and did a 
thoroughly competent and pleasing job that was well 
received by the large gallery throughout the two days. 

The Wait Farms, with a reserve grand championship, 
six firsts and five seconds, was Premier Exhibitor, while 
Cornell University with a junior champion and a reserve 
grand, five firsts and four seconds, all on animals of 
their own breeding, had Premier Breeder honors by a 
close margin over Wait. Ten exhibitors won blue rib- 
bons. Robertson Farms, York, Pa., had a grand cham- 
pion and three blues. Seven others went one in a place 
as follows: R. M. & J. H. Stone, Marcellus, N. Y. (junior 
champion); Clover Heights Farm, Pittsford, N. Y.; Wm. 
H. Hill, Westlawn Farms, Johnson City, N. Y.; Harry 
Petzold, Newark Valley, N. Y.; George H. Comings & 
Son, Bainbridge, N. Y.; McLaury Bros., Portlandville, 
N. Y.; and Ira Morgan, Lisbon, N. Y., with the grand 
championship of the female section. 


The Male Classes 

Grand championship went to Robertson Farms’ great 
4-year-old, King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby 22d, Making 
his first start for his new owners, he really fulfills his 
great three-year-old promise. He has style, character 
and quality that made him a popular winner. Quality 
also was stressed in the selection of the junior offering 
of R. M. and J. H. Stone. This youngster, Lauxmont 
Della Dutch, bred by Lauxmont and purchased by the 
present owners last summer in an Earlville Sale, is just 
real class in a small package. Wait Farm’s great win- 
hers of last year are equally good in their 1938 classes, 
Wait Farm Mercedes Ormsby Judge being a very strong 
Senlor yearling, while Cornucopia Lad Wardlaw was a 
clear cut winner of the 2-year-old section. Both had 
All-American Honorable Mention last year. Robertson 
had a toppy junior yearling winner, and Wait Farms

headed the three-year-olds with a massive full brother 
of their Judge bull. The aged bull class was conceded 
to be the best in the history of this show. 


The Female Classes 


A new champion was crowned when 9-year-old Rose- 
mary of Fairbrook, pride of the North Country, swept 
through to beat out Cornell Ollie Catherine in a strong 
class of useful dairy matrons, leaving no question of 
her superiority over the fine line-up of other class win- 
ners. Catherine was made Reserve Grand Champion. 
Rosemary of Fairbrook, who has a CTA record of 832 
lbs. fat, 24,700 lbs. milk, (9 months on twice-a-day milk- 
ings, balance three times) showing just ready to freshen 
made a most impressive winner. A large cow, she is en- 
tirely free from coarseness, but with immense capacity 
both of body and udder, which is very well attached, 
particularly for a cow of her age. In rump, top-line and 
shoulder, and general Holstein character, she could not 
yield that day to even so great a cow as Cornell Ollie 
Catherine, who is now on the tag end of a sensational 
record. Her figures for the first 231 days were given 
as 21,129 lbs. milk, 853 lbs. fat. 


It took real merit to head any of the female classes. 
Cornell had junior championship on a baby daughter of 
Cornell Royal Blend that was just overflowing with 
quality. McLaury Brothers headed the junior yearlings; 
Wait Farms the senior yearlings, with the Pride Emily 
heifer they purchased in the Cornell Sale last February. 
Cornell spread-eagled the field in the 2-year-old class, 
with the first four as lined up. With only two moneys 
in a class to any exhibitor, two were cut and the rest 
moved up. Three of the four were daughters of Rocnell 
Pride. Comings’ great 2-year-old winner of last year 
headed the 3-year-olds. The four-year-olds had four 
sensational tops, the Petzold entry, Braedoon Model 
Fanny 2d, just ready to freshen, finally getting the nod 
above McLaury’s Segis Ormsby Direct, a very lovely 
granddaughter of Ormsby Direct. 


The Groups 


Cornell, with four great daughters of Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes Ollie, have a very choice Get of Sire 
group again, Robertson taking the junior Get. Wait 
Farms’ pair of blue ribbon bulls made a very acceptable 
head of a fine Produce line. Cornell was out in front for 
Dairy Herd and Graded Herd, with Wait equally out- 
standing for Young Herd. 

The classes for cows with C.T.A. records, shown as a 
part of the 4-cow groups, were exceptional and brought 
out quality far ahead of any previous year. In fact, 
they would have made very acceptable open classes. 
The winners were both cows that have been Royal 
Winter Fair first prize winners—Wm. H. Hill’s Abegweit 
Lornadoone and Clover Heights’ famous Naomi Ormsby. 
When the fourteen 4-cow groups appeared, each from 
a separate D.H.I. Association, it made a very impressive

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The Hawkeye Show 


Centennial State Fair last week in August, setting 

an all time high in attendance records at the eighty- 
fourth annual exposition. The Michigan and Ohio fairs 
split up the show herds, cutting down the number of 
animals at Iowa in the individual classes to 163, but 
the quality of the show ranked high. Seventeen breed- 
ers were in the money, ten from Iowa, and seven repre- 
senting Wisconsin, Illinois and South Dakota. Axel 
Hansen judged the show in which Maytag and Elmwood 
and the Iowa and Wisconsin Board of Control shared 
nearly all of the premiums from fourth prize up. May- 
tag and Elmwood each showed fifteen 1st, 2nd and 3rds, 
with Maytag annexing a total of 32 ribbons in the open 
classes to lead the pack in total winnings. 

The Champions 

Pietertje Ormsby Denver Prince was an easy winner 
among the aged bulls and went on to annex the senior 
and grand championship honors without much trouble 
for the second major show of the year. Maytag’s 
‘‘Heilo”’ bull stood next to him in class, this time going 
above King Bessie 36th, who beat him out of second 
place at Wisconsin. ‘‘Heilo’’ was filled out more and 
his feet had improved enough to make him look better 
on the walk than he did the week before. He is leaving 
the Maytag string at this point however, to join the herd 
of his new part-owners, the Woodlawn Dairy, of Lincoln, 
Nebraska. 

Iowa’s aged cow class also includes the four year 
olds, and it it made one of the best classes of the show. 
Axel found the topper in Wisconsin Board of Control’s 
Winnebago Ormsby Jewel Bess, a great-bodied, straight- 
topped five year old who stood fourth at Wisconsin. 
She had freshened in the interim and carried a magnifi- 
cent udder, along with plenty of scale and spring of rib. 
She is still a bit heavy over the shoulders, but much of 
that will milk off as she starts into heavy production, and 
the result should be a real contender for the big honors 
later on. She advanced to the senior and grand cham- 
pionship over Maytag’s great ‘‘Maudlene”’ three year 
old winner and Iowa’s good uddered and refined Chero- 
kee Lilly Alice, who topped the two year olds. 


The Juniors 

King Bessie Senator was the junior champion bull 
again, but he had the tightest squeeze of his life in 
beating out Maytag’s sensational ‘‘Seven up’’ calf, a 
bull that some onlookers preferred because of his greater 
stretch of body, and his width and balance all the way 
through. Axel preferred Senator’s conformation be- 
hind the shoulders and the way he stands on his hind 
legs. Fitzall Mendota Progressor Ollie, the white Wis- 
consin winner in the junior yearling class, lacked the 
flash and finish to beat these two outstanding youngsters. 

For junior champion female, Axel reversed his Wis- 
consin decision and chose Maytag’s flashy senior yearling 
heifer, Lawnwood Marathon Laura, over the well devel- 
oped Elmwood calf, Bessie Ormsby Winnie. This promis- 
ing youngster, bred by Woodlawn Dairy and obtained 
by Maytag Farms in the deal for ‘Heilo,’ is finer 
shouldered and is a little better coupled from shoulder 
to back than the Winnie calf. The third contender for 
the junior championship award was the junior yearling 
topper in the Iowa Board of Control string, Cherokee 
Queen Lill, a refined and flashy youngster, too small to 
show to best advantage out of her class, but an animal 
worth keeping in mind for the later shows.

48 Exhibitors From 8 States Show 248 Holsteins— Mich. Inst., 


Zeldenrust and Pabst 


HE largest showing of Holsteins since 1925 came out 
T at Ohio State Fair, with 248 head actually exhibited, 

including the tops from one of the finest junior 
shows ever seen in the state. Besides nine exhibitors 
from seven states outside of Ohio, there was a much 
petter show of Ohio Holsteins out than has been seen 
here before in many a year, a large percentage of the 
home state entries being from farmer breeders. There 
were no County Herds or other special classes to bring 
out the local exhibitors and no special State Money but 
the fair by offering as many as 18 premiums in most 
classes was able this year to attract the small breeder 
as well as the so-called traveling show herds. 

Clair I. Miller, a practical Holstein breeder from Me- 
dina, Ohio, with many years of experience as a showman 
and a big-time judge, placed the awards in his con- 
scientious, painstaking and hard working manner, with a 
watchful eye on the udders in the female classes. The 
tremendous job was completed in a single day, the final 
group classes being judged out of doors in the gathering 
darkness, the last ribbon passed out a few minutes be- 
fore 8 P. M., almost twelve hours after the first class 
came into the ring. An interested ringside followed 
the placings right up to the last. 

Clarence Smith and his Michigan State Herds again 
brought the three-year-old bull, [Illini Princess Mabel 
Lad from Pontiac State Hospital, through to a trium- 
phant grand championship, also winning top junior hon- 
ors on the Jackson junior yearling heifer, S P S M Miss 
Pride Eugene. Their senior yearling bull, Ionia Master- 
piece Model, won his class but lost the championship to 
the great Pabst calf, Pabst Sir Paul Premier. 

Grand champion female was the Bottema four-year- 
old from Indiana, Zeldenrust Hengerveld Concordia, 
showing all the flash of her two-year-old form last year 
and with a marvelous udder. Due to calve about 10 
days after the show, she was in full bloom and made a 
striking grand champion. She and her full sister made 
up the first prize Produce. 


Pabst Farms of Wisconsin made a sensational show- 
ing in the milking female classes, with first and third 
aged cows, third four-year-old, first and second three- 
year-olds, and first and third two-year-olds. Their two 
Dairy Herds, which placed first and second included 
among the eight cows only one that did not place in 
third position or better in her class and that one was de- 
barred from showing individually by a house rule limit- 
ing each exhibitor to two entries in any class. The two 
Pabst Gets also placed first and second, Sensation over 
Monty. In the three younger female classes, Pabst had 
two seconds, one third, one fourth and one fifth. 

Wimbledon Farms of Maryland won the aged bull 
class with old Carnation Emperor and also captured the 
senior yearling heifer class with an Emperor daughter of 
great strength and sweetness. 

Zeldenrust, in addition to their grand champion fe- 
male had a first on their two-year-old herd sire, Man-O- 
War Bessie of Osage Lane. Two Ohio exhibitors broke 
into the blue ribbon column, C. E. Hawk taking the 
junior yearling bull class with Earlham Homestead 
Bessie Marathon and Ohio Dept. of Public Welfare win- 
ning the heifer calf class with Athens Bessie B B Butter- 
cup. 

_ The Mooseheart exhibit from Illinois featured the 
Wimbledon-bred herd sire, Emperor of Mooseheart, a 
three-year-old that stood second in class to the grand 
champion. The Mooseheart entries also took second in 
the aged cow and four-year-old classes. Other out-of- 
State exhibitors that were consistently in the money were 
Van Hoosen Farms of Michigan, Ralsa F. Morley and 
Sand Springs Home Farms of Oklahoma, and William H. 
Landis of Pennsylvania. No less than 24 Ohio exhib- 
itors had animals in the money, including ten exhibitors 
from the junior show.

ITH an unusually light showing of Minnesota 

Holsteins, the Maytag and Pabst herds in Michi- 

gan, and Mike Stewart’s string from the Iowa In- 
stitution herds rejected for entering too late, the usually 
‘strong Minnesota Holstein show was cut down in num- 
bers to 115 animals in the individual classes, with Elmer 
Hansen judging them. Nineteen exhibitors were in the 
money, but Elmwood and the Wisconsin Board of Con- 
trol had everything their own way, dividing all of the 
15 firsts and all but four of the second prizes. Jim Bol- 
lerup had plenty of reason to be happy with his 10 blue 
ribbons, including the senior and grand champion bull 
and both junior purples; while Harvey Swartz, Wiscon- 
sin’s master showman, participated in the slaughter to 
the tune of five firsts and seven seconds, including the 
senior and grand champion female. 


The Females 

By far the best female class of the day was the 18 
aged cows topped by Wisconsin’s big and dairy-like 
Winnebago Ormsby Jewel Bess, who was made grand 
champion of the strong Des Moines show by Axel Han- 
sen the week before. She looked even better than at 
Iowa, carried the best udder in the class, and marched 
on to an easy victory in the championship competition. 
Elmwood’s grand ‘“Lulu’’ cow and another King Bessie 
daughter were second and third. George Schumacher 
scored in fourth place, and a couple of sweet entrees 
by the Joy Brothers of North St. Paul took fifth and 
sixth, both showing dry. The only other really notable 
female class, outside of the few top animals, was the 
senior yearling division, won by Elmwood’s big rugged 
Donna Bessie Temple, a heifer to be seriously reckoned 
with at the big shows later on. Smaller, but more re- 
‘fined and straighter rumped, was Wisconsin’s ‘‘Wisfob”’ 
‘heifer, lacking the scale to go higher than second. Elm- 
*~wood’s ‘‘Winnie” calf won her class easily and took the 
junior purple ribbon for the third time this season. 


The Males 

Lacking some of the bloom he has shown at earlier 
shows this fall, Pietertje Ormsby Denver Prince still 
had enough left to win the aged bull class. Next to him 
was Forum King Bessie, Joy Brothers entry, with King 
Bessie 36th in third money. The Forum bull lacked 
the middle of the bulls on both sides of him, but is a 
smooth fellow all the way through, and better on the 
‘walk than ‘36th,’ who suffered a slight accident en- 
route from Des Moines resulting in a swollen front knee, 
which hampered his style considerably. The other 
classes went about as you would expect, with Sir Bessie 
Monogram topping the two year olds; ‘‘Senator’”’ going 
‘on to the junior championship after beating the other 
senior yearlings; Wisconsin’s strong and well balanced 
‘white junior yearling winning his class, and King Bessie 
Design, who has stood second to Maytag’s great ‘“‘Seven 
Up” calf at most of the shows, outclassing the bull 
‘calves. The big surprise came when Judge Hansen 
‘picked his senior champion, putting Sir Bessie Mono- 
‘wram’s greater smoothness and condition, his better 
‘attached shoulders, stronger hind legs and snappier walk 
‘over the deeper body and superb dairy quality of the 
eight year old Denver Prince. The Monogram bull has 
been gaining at every show, while Denver Prince appar- 
ently has been suffering some from the rigors of the 
road, and the majority of the ringside judges found no 
fault with the decision. ‘‘Monogram’”’ took the grand 
award over the flashy ‘“‘Senator’’ in another close de- 
cision, with his extra size counting heavily in his favor. 


The Groups 

Elmwood scored a clean sweep in this department, 
‘including the first and second prize get of sire, The win- 
ning get included the junior champion bull and heifer, 
the first prize three year old and the second prize aged 
cow. The Elmwood dairy herd made a good impression, 
“with the little matter of udders well under control, and 
plenty of uniformity thrown into the bargain. The 
placings in each class were as follows:

Good Show of 307 Holsteins from Five Provinces — McCarthy, Montvic 
Hays & Tully Take Championships—Fraser & Montvic Win Premier Awards 


than last year with 307 head actually counted in 

the open classes as against an even 300 last year. 
No less than 43 exhibitors from five Canadian provinces 
proke into the money column in the open classes. 

McCarthy’s great two-year-old bull, Lonsdale Ne Plus 
sir Model, last year’s All-American senior yearling, con- 
tinued his grand championship march, with the reserve 
grand going to the Colby Lewis three- year-old, Rooker 
Francy the Great. Raymondale Lawrence, who will be 
remembered as Reserve All-American both as a junior 
yearling in 1935 and as a two-year-old in 1936, won the 
aged bull class on smoothness and quality but lacked the 
scale to carry him to the championship. He is owned by 
s. J. Hammond. Hays took the junior bull champion- 
ship on the junior yearling, Hays’ Duce of Clubs, with 
reserve going to the Fraser senior calf, Spring Farm Bob. 
Hammond had two sons of his first prize aged bull in 
first and third places in the junior calf class and Mount 
Victoria brought out their junior herd sire, Raymondale 
Ideal Successor, for first in the senior yearling class. 

Heading a class of 17 aged cows in milk was Montvic 
Rag Apple Colantha Abbekerk with second going to 
Fraser on Jemima Pontiac Wayne, who nosed out Mc- 
Carthy’s Ottawa grand champion, K. F. O. Veeman, not 
quite settled as yet from her recent freshening. A daugh- 
ter of the Montvic cow, sired by Chieftain took the milk- 
ing two-year-old class, with three-year-old daughters of 
Chieftain standing first and third in the milking three- 
year-old class. Harold James topped the milking four- 
year-olds with Sarnia Colantha Amethyst. 

The dry classes brought out another winner from 
Sarnia, Ormsby Sylvia Dewdrop, owned by George C. 
Bell, just ready to calve and in full blom. She gave the 
Mount Victoria aged cow quite a battle for the cham- 
pionship but finally had to be content with the reserve 
honor. Jack Fraser captured the red (first) in the dry 
section of both the three-year-old and two-yr.-old classes, 
both on daughters of Spring Farm Toitilla Acme, he a 
son of the All-American Zilla. Legault Bros. won the 
dry four-year-old class with a daughter of Brookholm 
Inka Double. 

Junior champion female was J. T. Tully’s senior 
yearling, Otonabee Supreme Ormsby Lady, a lovely 
daughter of Hays’ Supreme. A heifer of great size along 
with smoo‘hness and quality, she won the class from 
Mount Victoria’s Ottawa winner and then took the junior 
championship over Elva Vine’s junior yearling winner, 
Rag Apple Pauline Keyes, who had taken her class from 
the Legault entry that also won at Ottawa the preceding 
week. W. J. Fraser, father of Jack, won the senior calf 
class with a daughter of Illehee Nig and Eaton Hall 
Farms took the junior calf class with a daughter of 
Eaton Hall Chieftain. 

The balanced strength of the Mount Victoria string, 
especially in the older female classes, brought them the

taking second in both classes. Fraser took the Junior 
Get with a uniform bunch of babies by Illehee Nig, beat- 
ing out Mount Victoria’s get of Pathfinder. An unusual 
situation developed in the Progeny class, where the six 
animals in the three top groups included five senior bulls. 
For first, Raymondale Silencer (Mount Victoria) teamed 
up with Raymondale Rightaway (Legault Bros.), the 
bulls having stood respectively fourth and fifth in the 
aged class.

The Hol- 
stein show, judged by Joe Eves, brought out 155 head 
py actual ring count, these coming from 15 exhibitors 
and with Iowa, Wisconsin, Ohio and Pennsylvania entries 
adding to the interest for Michigan exhibitors. Maytag 
Dairy Farms, Newton, Iowa, with eight blues and both 
junior champions and both reserve grand champions, 
had the largest number of top ribbons. Michigan State 
Herds took the largest number of ribbons, including five 
firsts, the grand champion bull and both reserve junior 
champions. Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, Wis., scored first 
in three classes, with six seconds, and the grand cham- 
pionship of the female section on their great 2-year-old 
heifer. H. S. Dalton & Son, Wakeman, Ohio, had one 
first and a reserve senior championship. C. B. Smith, 
Jr., son of Michigan’s popular Director of Animal Indus- 
try, also took a blue in the open with his grand cham- 
pion of the calf club show, a junior yearling heifer. Van 
Hoosen Farms, Rochester, Mich., were big factors 
throughout, hitting second place twice and totalling 33 
ribbons for the day (second only to the Michigan State 
Herds), taking Premier Michigan Breeder award, with 
Michigan State Herds close behind. No premier exhibi- 
tor award was made. Wayne County Training School, 
Northville, Mich., also placed second twice, with a good 
representation throughout. Lakefield Farms, Clarkston, 
Mich., also made a creditable showing, as did W. H.

Female Classes 
Pabst showed great strength in the milking female 
classes, winning the aged cow division on Pabst Cascade 
Heather (All-American as a 4-year-old) but rating the 
purple on their really great 2-year-old, Pabst Moncade 
Lisle, unbeaten this season.

BIRTH REPORTS AND LEG MARKINGS 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World, 

In the discussion among our Pennsylvania group on 
the subject of the proposed Birth Reports we were fairly 
in accord that it was not practical for the average 
farmer to comply with regulations as proposed. The 
reason is no secret for this deluge of various proposals 
on this subject, but we could not see how it could stop 
a reoccurrence of such an event. The association could 
not rule that they would never receive any late regis- 
tration applications, and any one who would wish to use 
such wrong methods would not stop at paying the 
penalty fees. For this one in a million, we could not 
see that average run of farmers should have any such 
Birth Report made necessary for them. Of all dairy 
breeds, the Holstein cow is really the ‘‘Farmers’ Cow. 
In our later discussion on the subject of Selective Regis- 
tration, we recognized that here was a place for an early 
birth report regulation. 


In a section where the fluid milk market is as it is 
in the state of Pennsylvania, we can see only too easily 
what causes black legged apparently Holstein cows. 
To us it is purely a sign of grades. During the discus- 
sion of leg markings these last two years, we have been 
made to believe that this apparently can happen in the 
best of regulated families. Personally, not being a num- 
ber of the association at the time of this ruling being 
made, I cannot understand why the pecular wording of 
this regulation. Examples have been shown where one 
was accepted and another refused and the difference was 
slight. In our breeding of dairy cattle, there is a value 
represented in calves born, and one can hardly hold 
it against a breeedr if he should happen to have the 
animal in deep straw when copying the markings so 
that an objectional leg marking does not show. Several 
faults could be named that are in reality more objectional 
from a breed standard than the color of the hafr around 
the hoof, and still they are things that do not appear 
on the registration papers and they go on and on with 
little change in many herds throughout the country. It 
is to be regretted that some means cannot be found to 
correct these faults. 


The regulation on these leg markings could be sim- 
plified by stating that—‘‘white should appear on each 
leg, completely encircling each leg and extending from 
the pastern upward.” Such a regulation would accept 
these peculiar markings that occur and they seem to ap- 
pear so infrequent that to be lenient would not work a 
great hardship on our breed. Our entire group was in 
accord that in any Selective Registration, means should 
be used to try to breed away from this sort of markings.

He has an 810 lb. dam _ who has 
tested 4.4% for her first five lacta- 
tions. Pansco Champion, another 
top ranking Pellissier sire, now has 
21 A. R. daughters in the herd. 
Next door to the Pellissier ranch 
is the Rancho Los Amigos, the Los 
Angeles County Farm, where they 
have been making phenominal herd 
averages for many years. It has been 
over 500 lbs. on an average of 134 
head for the last three years.

The present Clark senior sire 
is King Bessie 86th, who is doing a 
grand job of siring both production 
and desirable type. 

Rocky Hill Ranch, one of Califor- 
nia’s biggest and best breeding es- 
tablishments, located just a few 
miles down the valley from the beau- 
tiful Sequoia National Park is doing 
a dandy job of breeding Holsteins, 
riding horses and fruit. Owner and 
State Association Secretary Jim 
Pogue was away when we paid our 
visit, but his right hand man, How- 
ard Smith, and Mrs. Smith did a 
grand job of extending the real old 
California hospitality. Carnation 
Contender, a richly bred National 
Dairy Show junior champion several 
years back, is the senior sire, in serv- 
ice along with the young Montvic calf 
they purchased at the National Sale 
a year ago. They are also using a 
promising bull of their own breed- 
ing, Rocky Hill Korndyke Climax, 
out of a 4.2% real cow, in the herd. 
Their King Bessie bull, also bought 
at last year’s National, died several 
months ago of injuries received when 
he tried to jump the fence and got 
stranded half way over, choking to 
death.

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OHIO HOLSTEINS SCORE 

Ohio Holsteins competing with a 
great number of herds made up of 
the high testing breeds were able to 
win state herd production honors in 
dairy herd improvement association 
work in 1937 when Ray Van 
gchoyck’s 35 registered Holstein cows 
averaged 554 lbs. butterfat from 
15,798 lbs. milk. This ranks high 
among the 35 cow herds of the entire 
nation and leads all herds tested 
in herd improvement associations 
throughout Ohio. J. L. Boerger & 
gon of Union County had the high 
milking herd in the state with eleven 
cows averaging 16,055 lbs. milk and 
529 lbs. butterfat. The Holstein 
breed also topped all other breeds 
for milk production when a pure bred 
cow owned by Bouic Brothers of 
Union County was credited with 
93,551 lbs. milk. Not only did the 
Holstein cows lead the state over all 
preeds in the total milk and fat pro- 
duction but the high association in 
the state for both butterfat and milk 
was Northwestern Ohio where 19 
Holstein herds averaged 389.5 Ibs. 
fat and 11,305 lbs. milk. No other 
Association approached this average. 

This great annual showing in the 
practical cow testing association 
work establishes again the fact that 
no other breed of cattle working 
under practical farm conditions can 
produce fat and milk as economi- 
cally as can pure bred Holstein-Frie- 
sians. Hats off to Ohio breeders for 
their great practical demonstration 
of the worth of our breed.—Exten- 
sion Service.
